W asHINGTON, May 17.—As there is 
much comment in regard to the proba- 
bility of the Russian fleet, now lying at 
New York, going to sea for the pur 
of intercepting vessels saasectek ae 
haying arms and munitions of war on 
board, it may be prooer to state that, 
according to’our treaties with France, 
Prussia, Brazil, Sweeden, the Nether- 
lands, the United States of Columbia, 
Spain,Holland, and several other coun- 
tries,the examining vessel shall remain 
out of gunshot of the vessel to be 
searched,and send small boats to board 
vessels suspected. The proof with re 
spect to the cargo must be certificates 
containing particulars of the cargo, be 
place sailed 1w etc,bu , 
the hatches are not to be opened, nor 
any of the packages,uniess the vessel is 
brought ashore, and then in the pres- 
ence of competent officers. The maser 
of any suspected vessel cannot be re- 
quired to leave his ship. Our treaties 
with Great Britain and Russia are si- 
dent as to the whole proceeding. Under 
the treaties with the other nations, first 
mentioned, everything is left tu de- 
pend upon the honesty as the ship’s 
papers. Contraband may be beneath 
every hatch, under the 
guise of hardware or map-~ 
ifests, and cannot be examined,

Any general system would 
have to filter all or none. 

Lf this is to be the remedy it wouid seem better 
to resort to private fliere—each household for 
themselves. as is now done ig many cities. 

But we would beg to suggest that the same 
end can be accomplished more cheaply and 
more effectually in another way—by a living 
perpetuai filter.

A Cemplicated Matter as Viewed 
Through Different Spectacies - Fiat

Ia our report of. the meeting of the Atlanta 
cotton factory stockholders yesterday, it was 
stated that Mr. E. P. Chamberlin had insisted 
that the charges preferred against President 
Kimba.1 had been investigated aud found un- 
true, and therefore were dismissed. Upon the 
other hand it was stated that Mr. English, the 
main accuser of Mr. Kimball. openly and vehe- 
mently denied in the meeting that the charges 
had ever been investigated and proposed to 
Prove them guilty should the stockholders ap- 
point a committee to look into the matter. 

These conflicting statements of the two gen- 
tlemen, who had been members of the board of 
directors, excited some comment upon the 
streets, and many partics considered that a de-~ 
cided question of fact had been made between 
them In order to give the matter as it really 
is, & reporter called upon both yesterday. 

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S VERSION. 


Our reporter called upon Mr. E. P. Chamber- 
lain at his store, and found him just receiving 
his mai! in the office. 

REPORTER—Mr. Chamberlain, I have called to 
ask you about the investigation of the charges 
made by Captain English and Mr, Murphy 
against President Kimball, of the Cottom Fac- 
te.y company ? 

Mr. C —Well, sir, the charges were preferred 
by Mr. English and Mr. Murphy, and they con- 
tend that they were never investigated. Nuw, 
the charges were not taken up verbatim as pre- 
ferred, but they were considerei, and the replies 
and statements made by Mr. Kimball, in that 
relation, we were satisfied that the charges were 
incorrect and not true as to the alleged dishones- 
ty of Mr. Kimball’s actions. 

Rep )RTER— Was a committee appointed from 
the board to look with them ? 

Mr. C.—Yes, sir, and the committee was com- 
posed of Messrs. Hunnicust, Peck and myself, 
I think ; although, I may not have the names 


right. 
REPORTER—A nd they investigated the matter 


did they? 

Mr. C—They looked into the matter and 
were satisfied as to the honesty of Mr. Kim- 
ball’s intentions in all that hedid. It wasin 
consequence of the report made by this com- 
mittee, that the resolution exculpating Mr. 
Kimball from ail the charges, was presented 
and adopted. 

REPORTER.—That commiitee went far enough 
then to satisfy itself as to the honesty of Mr. 
Kimball in doing what was charged upon him 
as being dishonest. 

Mr. C.—Yes, sir. The committee heard Mr. 
Kimballin reply to the charges and believed 
him so far as to. report against sustaining the 
impeachment of disho testy. 

ReEporRtTEs.—Well, Mr, Chamberlain, upon 
what did you base your resolution asking Mr. 
Kimbali to er the ‘preaidency of the com- 
pany?

C.—It was based upon the 
of harmony in the board and 
the inference that should be 
resign more money would be at the command of 
the company. We needed money and we could 
not get along withoutit. If wa could get it by 
dispensing with him, I was ready to do so. I 
was not for Kimball, nor egainst him, but I was 
for the factory. If Mr Kimball's resignation 
held out the prospect of enabline us to progress 
with the work, I was ready and did ask for it. 

RE?ORTER—Was the inference that such would 
be the effect gather: d by you from the facts, or 
was you led by others to belieye that such would 
be the result? 

Mr. C.—I was led to believe that such a result 
would follow. 

REporRTER—How did the committee find out 
about the articies alleged to have been taken 
from the factory by Mr. Kimball and not paid 
for? 

Mr. C.—Why, as to those, we found that Mr. 
Kimball admitted taking them, but had ordered 
Mr. Davis, the time-kecper, to charge them to 
him for inture settlement. They were charged, 
or Mr. Murpby could not have found out what 
he did. They werecharged upon a book of the 
com) any, but not transferred to MryK.’s indi- 
vidual account. That book kept py Mr, Davis, 
I understand, is now claimed to bea private 
book. Those are the facts, I betieve. 


MR. ENGLISA’S TALK. 


Our reporter then called upon Captain Jas W. 
English, at his office, and asked him for his ver- 
sion of this very importent matter. 

Captain English, who is one of those careful 
men who preserves documents and dates, res 
ferred to his papers for hisdata He said: 

“You say there seems to have been a var'- 
ance between my statement and that of Mr. 
Chamberlain, with regard to those charges. 

There is a variance, and I might characterize it 
in str niger language without doing violence to 
the exact state of the affair.’’ 

REPoRTER— Well, what have you to say about 
the matter? 

Me. E.—I have just this‘ to say, 
that Mr. Murphy and myself 
made the charges after a careful investigation 
of the facts. We presented them to the board 
and stood ready and esuxious %o prove them. 
We made the issue from aclear sence of duty 
and after mature deliberation asto what we 
shou!d do as honest trustees of the interests of 
so many of our fellow-citizens. 

REPORTER.— What did the board do ? 

Mr. E—Mr. Rawson, Mr. Murphy and my- 
sef were appointed to look after the matter, as I 
bave said, and we preferred the charces. They 
were referred to Mr. Kimball for his answer and 
he made answer, as the people have been ap- 
prised. 

Mr. Marphy then offered the follewing: 

Resolved, That when this board adjourns it 
do so adjourn to ten o’ciock on the 18th in- 
stant, to take up the reply of the president to 
the chaiges prefered, and that caeh charge 
when denied by the president, be acted on sep 
arately, approved or disapproved by the bsard, 
after hearing weat proof is made for or against 
each side then from the lights before them 
they can act and report as may seem proper to 
them. 

The yeas and nays being called for upon the 
adoption of the foregoing resolution, it was re 
jected by the following vote: 

Yeas —Murphy, Raw:on, Evglirh. 

Nays—-Chamberlin, Adair, Hunnicutt, Peck, in 


the chair, voting ney. 
There, you see, was a test Vete upon the ques- 


‘tion of a full, fair and free investigation of the 
charges, and it was defeated by one of Mr Kim-~ 
ball’s friends. Immediately vpon the rejection 
of that resolution. the following resolution, by 
Mr. Hunnicutt, was offered : 

Resolved, That while we think the special 
committee was tully warranted with the evi- 
dence before them in making their charges 
against the president, and while we fully con- 
cur with them as doing their fuli duty as our 
committee, yet be it further 

Resolved, That after hearing the president's 
answer and acknoledgements to the several 
charges, we feel confident it was not the inten- 
tion to defraud the company. Be it therefore 

Resolved, That the president be exhonerated 
from all of said eharges, and that further in 
vestigation be dismissed. 

The yote stood, om yeas and nays being 
called: 

Yeas—Rawson,Chamberiain,Adair. Hu: nicut, 
Nays- Murphy, Eaglish. 

That is the resolution which they now
